Claiml4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over lino. lino figures 11 and 12 shows a 
piezoelectric actuator comprising based frame #33, motion 
stimulator including a support member #26 and a vibrating plate 
which includes a piezoelectric element #14, a rotor #16 and an 
elastic element #32 for biasing the rotor toward the state or. 
lino does not teach a reinforcing section associated with the 
piezoelectric plates. However, providing reinforcement for 
piezoelectric elements has long been practiced (official notice 
taken) to protect the element from breakage due to external 
sources, to preload the piezoelectric element to prevent it from 
going into tension, and/or to protect the piezoelectric element 
from wear and abrasion. For any of these known reasons it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide 
a reinforcing section to the piezoelectric plates of lino. Note 
that the rotor turns or rotates through a full 360° circle which 
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clearly includes a circular arc. (Where in said rotor is 
movable in a circular arc) . 

Claims 1-5 and 7-13 are allowed. 

Claim 1 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
